2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees that there 
is no motivation to combine the Ag-Cu-Zn-In-Sn-B-Si alloy taught by Bernhard with the low alloyed, 
high purity, fine silver alloy taught by Carrano (see arguments p 4-6).
